« India, are the suburbs pf Egmore and NungambaUum 
c3 adorned with mansions embowered in spacious parks

Its 6(10,000 inhabitants are spread over an area as 
I f-A'tensive as that occupied by 6 million Londoners. 

Nungambakum is a rural hamlet with no sign of 
S urban influence beyond the municipal lamp-posts 
H that dot its roads. 
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
